Benito Apologizes to His People 


Imagination can almost visualize the 
quivers of that famous Mussolinian chin as Il 
Duce prepared to deliver his Sunday address 
to his Black Shirt followers. It must have 
been a dose as bitter as hemlock for the for- 
mer monarch of bombast to admit, publicly, 
the ignominious’ defeats Italian forces have 
suffered in Africa and Albania, to confess to 
his own people that Italy’s only hope now 
lies in the help that Germany can give. 

He must have thought, as he spoke, how 
Hitler and the Nazis must be sneering as they 
order a few armored units and bomber squad- 
rons to- Sicily and south Italy, in an attempt 
to rescue their bungling ally from his own 
morass of defeat. He must cringe as he con- 
templates the slavery into which he has 
plunged all Italians, as domineering Germans 
Strut through Italian cities and “take over” 
the country that has proven a handicap in 
war, instead of a help. 

Mussolini must have remembered the vain- 


glorious boasts he once made about the Fascist 


“invincibles,’ and about the rapid taking over 
of Suez, the easy victory over Greece and the 


. despoilment of France he had promised. 


He still, undoubtedly at the bidding of his 
German masters, promised his followers ulti- 
mate victory, but only after a “long time,” and 
called for sacrifices to the utmost, for a fight 
to “the last drop of blood” by all Italians. 

Probably he knew what he was telling them, 
between the lines of his spoken words, but 
probably he tried to cover the implications by 
loud voice and theatric. exhibitionism. 

For, if it is to be a long war, as he pre- 
dicted, the defeat of the Axis powers is cer- 
tain. The only chance remaining for the evil 
partnership of Mussolini and Hitler is for a 
quick victory blow this year. If they don’t com- 
pletely smash Britain this year, they can never 
do it. For Britain is counting on a long war, on 
constantly increasing flow of supplies from 
this side of the Atlantic, on weakening morale 
of the German and Italian people as the 
rigors of the blockade are felt, more and more, 
and on a coming British armed strength that 
will permit a landing upon the continent and 
a final knockout blow to all the dictators’ as- 
pirations. | 

There was more bombast, from Munich, on 
Monday when Hitler spoke before his own Nazi 
party followers. But the drama of the moment 
is centered on Mussolini, the man who was 
compelled to confess defeat after defeat, the 
man who must attempt to bolster a wavering 
Italy with words and promises which have no 
foundation in logic. 

Mussolini and Hitler, European gangsters 
whom misguided people have helped to places

Singapore 

Singapore, Britain’s great fortress com- 
manding the waters of the east, has been much 
in the news lately. Americans are looking, ap- 
prehensively, toward that area of the world 
and wondering if Japan will try to aid the 
Axis powers by attacking Singapore and, if 
they attempt to capture that base, whether 
the United States will be involved by the ne- 
cessity of defending the Philippines and other 
American interests across the Pacific. 

- That Japan is at this time trying to dis- 
tract both British and American strength from 
the north Atlantic, where the war must 
eventually be decided, into the Pacific is un- 
deniable. If the American people could be made 
to believe that Japan was really a ménace, 
public opinion would undoubtedly insist on 
concentrating so much armed force in that 
area, that some of the war supplies we are 
now planning to ship to Britain would be di- 
verted, thus serving the cause of Hitler in 
Europe. 

But that the Japanese are merely bluffing 
should be self-evident. A little knowledge about 
Singapore and its strength, about its location, 
should be sufficient to remove any cause for 
alarm. Especially when considered in conjunc- 
tion with the terrible vulnerability of Japan 
herself and her economic and financial weak- 
ness as a result of her costly “adventure” into 
China. 

Singapore is on a small island. To attack it 
the Japanese would have to send their war- 
ships and troop transports over 2,500 miles cf 


‘ocean. Advance knowledge of their coming 


would be in Singapore, from scouting planes, 
days before they could approach. 

The smallness of the island makes its de- 
fense from air or sea attack easy. Both by 
reason of the distance to be covered by any 
attackers and by the concentration of the de- 
fense,.it is an immeasurably greater problem 
than is invasion of Britain. Germany, with 
all her might, is stalemated by the 20 miles 
of English channel and British defense. How 
much more hopeless would it be for the com- 
paratively weak Japan to attempt the far more 
serious problem of capturing Singapore? 

There is anchorage, at Singapore, for a bat- 
tle fleet larger than the entire Japanese naval 
force. The guns of the fortress are of such 
range and power that no enemy warship could 
dare to approach closer than 25 miles. There 
is a huge airdrome for defending planes and 
a constant reserve supply, in bombproof tank- 
age, of 1,000,000 tons of oil and gasoline. The 
fortress is so constructed that defenders are 
safe from bombs and shells, except when nec- 
essary to expose themselves to meet direct at- 
tack. 

These defensive facts were known to exist 
before the war began. Britain has, ever since, 
been improving and strengthening those de- 
fenses. 

The Australian reinforcements recently 
landed for the garrison add tremendous 
strength. They make unreasonable any at- 
tempt to approach from the land side, which 
would have to be made from French Indo- 
China through Thailand. Attacking forces 
would have to march down the long, narrow 
Malayan peninsula, through the_ thickest of 
tropical jungles and among high mountain 
ranges. The easiest sort of territory to defend

will have to be kept open for him for at least two months, since | 


the present chairman, Jerome N. Frank, is soon to ascend the fed- 
eral bench. But as co-author of the truth in Securities Act, the 
Securities and Exchange Act, and the Public Utilities Holding Com- 
pany Act, the SEC famous trio of enabling statutes, Cohen will 
probably accept the SEC chairmanship if the President can find no 
other candidate meeting his specifications. 

The fact that the unwilling Cohen may well be drafted for the 
SEC chairmanship serves to dramatize one of the most depressing 
situations in Washington. Because the war has distracted attention 
from domestic questions, no one seems to have noticed the curious 
degeneration of the great administrative agencies launched by the 
New Deal. Yet a degeneration has certainly been in progress. 


PROBLEM OF AN AGENCY The SEC is a good case in point. 

The most controversial, most ef- 
fective of all the New Deal agencies, the SEC found it easy at the 
start to hire the best talent available. Since the SEC was launched, 
however, no less than four men, Joseph P, Kennedy, James Landis, 
William O. Douglas and Jerome Frank, have passed through its 
chairmanship and on to jobs they liked better. At present, of the 
four regular commissioners, Leon Henderson is giving three-quar- 
ters of his time to defense work, while Ed Eicher is longingly wait- 
ing for the day when his nomination to a judgeship will be con- 
sented to by Senator Guy Gillette, whom he fought in the famous 
Iowa purge primary. In short, only two men on the commission, 
Robert Healy and Sumner Pike, are full-time workers with both 
eyes on the job, and only Healy can boast continuous service on 
the commission since its establishment. 

Furthermore, where once the SEC only had to beckon to the 
cleverest young lawyers in the country, its subordinate personnel 
is now frequently depleted by resignations, and the replacements 
are less and less distinguished. 

Finally, if Cohen does not take the chairmanship, there is likely 
to be an unseemly wrangle among the backers of the other can- 
didates for the SEC. Among these the leaders are Abe Fortas, a 
protege of Justice William O. Douglas, who recently inherited Co- 
hen’s job in the Interior Department; David Schenker, the able 
director of the SEC investment trust study, the only New Deal 
investigation that finally obtained the consent of the investigated; 
and Ganson Purcell, director of the trading division, who has 
powerful support at the White House. In short, the SEC is now 
suffering from every ill the bureaucracy is heir to, from office 
politics to dry rot of personnel. 


GLORIFIED BRONX For the present, because its original mo- 

mentum was so strong, the SEC still 
appears to retain much of its early vitality. The degenerating proc- 
ess, already much further advanced in other agencies, is bound to 
continue, however. It cannot help but do so, for the President has 
never really attempted to solve the basic problem of the New Deal 
experiment. While vastly expanding the powers and extending 
the responsibilities of government, he has never made the govern- 
ment service sufficiently attractive to the kind of man needed to 
carry the new responsibilities and exercise’ the new powers. In the 
first flush of the New Deal excitement, many brilliant men en- 
tered the government, but because the financial rewards were poor 
and the future extremely dubious, they were bound to leave again 
some time. 

Administration, in truth, is the President’s weakest point. If 
any proof is needed, it will be found in the presence in Washing- 
ton, in a handsome suite at a local hotel, of the Hon. Ed Flynn 
chairman of the Democratic National Committee. The New Deal 
domestic program is in grave danger, for want of good men to 
manage it, yet the man who seems to be currently charged with 
eli new government workers is the redoubtable boss of the 

nx. 

The Bronx psychology, unfortunately, dominates the Flynn ef- 
fort. He apparently conceives of the United States as a sort of 
glorified Bronx county and proposes to build a nation-wide Demo- 
cratic organization on the pattern of his own Bronx machine. The 
general objective of his labors is to acquire an unshakable hold on 
the state delegations, and thus to dominate the Democratic conven- 
tion in 1944. He is ranging through the governmertt, hounding 
everyone from cabinet officers to the executive officials of ob- 
scure little sub-agencies and corporations, scrounging jobs for the 
deserving on every side. His conception is pretty certain to come to 
nothing; in the first place, because the wiser cabinet officers will 
have not part of him, and, in the second, because, despite their 
power of confirmation, he treats the senators as a set of glorified 
aldermen. Yet the mere fact that the President at least conunte- 
nances Flynn’s activities is sufficient symptomatic of his lack of 
interest in the problem of the government service.

WHO'LL SUPPLY RECREATION? I keep seeing in the

not to argue this but to go on to the subject at hand. 

The ministerial associations and civic groups are, of course, 
correct in opposing those things which are illegal and which are 
detrimental to health. That’s fine. 

There is, however, just one disturbing factor. It is the same one 
as appeared in World War Number One, . 

- In that wartime period the good people of this country toiled 
to close up the movies, drive out the liquor, close up the gamblers, 
abolish the dance hall, drive the prostitutes from one town to 
another, and otherwise to improve conditions. 

But, in so doing, they forgot the big job— . | 

They supplied nothing in the places of the abolished evils. And 
that is the only complaint which Army officers make. The com- 
mittees rarely, if ever, get around to supplying attractive recre- 
ations. 

Church services are excellent for the soldier as well as for the 
private citizen. But the church service lasts but an hour. And the 
soldier, released from a week’s drill and -routine, would like to 
dance and relax and have a little share of what is commonly 
kriown as “fun.” 

And, after carefully scanning the papers, I can report that the 
committees are expending a lot of energy getting rid of evils which 
would appeal to but a few soldiers at best, relatively speaking, and 
supplying nothing at all for the thousands of normal, decent young 
men who want normal entertainment and fun, 

In fact, if one were to take seri-

ously the activities of certain 


groups who keep up such a clamor, one would be led to believe, 
that the good ladies and gentlemen making up those committees 
look upon the soldier and the draftee as a lustful sort of beast. 
According to their attitudes, the soldier or draftee, if left to his 
own devices, yearns only to gamble, visit a brothel or be enticed 
into dens of sin. 

This is not true. The average soldier or draftee is the same 
sort of fellow they have had in their towns all these years. 

It seems to me wrong and unfair to wait until he puts on a 
uniform to become worried about him, as if the putting on of the 
uniform changed his make-up from a decent young fellow to a 
lewd, dangerous sort of person. 

They are exactly the same boys we’ve had in our towns all 
this time—except they are wearing Uncle Sam’s ready-made suits 
instead of the suits sold by the local haberdasher or department 
store. 

The facts are that no city, save my own town of Atlanta, has 
made any plans to take care of the soldier. The sensationalists 
and the persons who like to have their names in the papers are 
having a field day in Georgia and all over the United States. 

But not once, except in Atlanta, have I read of any group which 
was trying to arrange entertainment and recreation for soldiers. 
The others all are too busy with campaigns against something 
which the law-enforcement officers and the Army police will take 
care of anyway. And doing nothing, or at least nothing that has 
been reported, to supply the normal recreation the soldier wants. 


Somebody is going to supply it. It merely is a question of who- 


is going to do it. 


YOU KNOW THESE BOYS You know these boys. They are 
from your home town. You 


know their fathers and mothers. You know they are all right. No 
doubt they have been to dinner at your house. Or maybe your son 
is calling on the daughter of a friend of yours next door or down 
the street.

How many prominent and respected citizens can truthfully say 
they never in boyhood stole a watermelon or a peach or an apple? 
They didn’t steal because they were thieves, nor were they driven 
by hunger. It was a prank, and it left no feeling of guilt. 

How should a boy be punished for such a theft? 

As this is written, a 15-year-old New York boy is being tried 
in New Orleans for “juvenile delinquency.” The papers say he was 
“released from the penitentiary when he protested that he had only 
stolen an apple.” 

In New York, meanwhile, a more experienced criminal is being 
punished for another kind of offense. 

One member of a three-man court said to him: “You are a 
counterfeiter. You were an auto thief. You were charged with 
arson. You were hounded out of Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 
and you came over to this city to pollute the citizens.” 

The new charge against him, to which he pleaded guilty, was 
that of publishing twelve obscene magazines—the foul, porno- 
graphic sex things designed to poison the minds of youngsters and 
delight perverts. 

Knowing his record and his offense, can you guess what his 
punishment was? 

The other two judges had their way, and the sentence was ten 
days in the workhouse and a fine of $100. 

The most enlightened of modern penologists seem to agree that 
punishment should fit the criminal and not the crime. When the 
law fixes arbitrary penalties, it makes injustice certain, for men 
may commit the same crime and yet not be equally guilty.

Will Draftees Have To Serve 
More Than One Year? 


By Capt. Gene Morgan. 


“Is there any possibility of the 
draftees having to serve in the 
Army for more than one year?” 

Your guess is as good as any- 
body’s. Under the Selective Serv- 
ice Law trainees are inducted for 
one year. Later on? Well, a quo- 
tation from Subsection (b), Sec- 
tion 3 of the Selective Service Law 
provides: 

“Each man inducted ... shall 
serve for a training and service 
period of twelve months, unless 
_ sooner discharged, except that 
whenever congress has declared 
that the national interest is im- 
periled, such twelve-month period 
may be extended by the President 
to such time as may be necessary 
in the interest of national de- 
fense.” 

“I am a soldier. I almost have 
three years in the Army. When 
discharged will I then have to reg- 
ister under the Selective Service 
Law?” 

You will not have to register 
after you have been discharged 
from the Army if you are then 
over 36 years. Otherwise you will 
not register until the President is- 
sues a proclamation calling for a 
new registration of men for serv- 
ice and training under the pro- 
visions of the Selective Service 
Act. 

Thereafter, on receiving a ques-_ 
tionnaire from your local draft | as 
board, you will enter the informa- 
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tion that you have served three 
consecutive years in the regular 
Army and have received an hon- 
orable discharge therefrom. When 
the questionnaire is returned to 
your local board you will auto- 
matically be placed in deferred 
Class IV-A as a “man who has 
completed service,” 

Note—A civilian who has serv- 
ed in the regular armed forces but 
who was not discharged honorably 
is placed in deferred Class IV-F
